Malahide Man Still 


IR JAMES GRIGG, British 

Secretary for War, yesterday 
announced 33 more deaths of 
British prisoners of war in Germany 
—in addition to the 50 airmen: shot 
after a mass escape. 

In a written reply to Colonel 
Burton (C., Sudbury), Sir James 
said that in 27 of thé new cases the 
men are alleged to have been shot 
while attempting to escape. Protests 
have been made in these 33 cases, 
he adds, and an account of them is 
being kept for reference to the War 
Criminals’ Commission when the 
war is over. 


PROTEST | 


Two months ago Mr. Eden re- 
ported the deaths of 47 officers—a 
total subsequently increased to 50— 
and later he recorded the British 

ernment’s solemn protest 
against these shootings. 

The Press Association is informed 
that the 33 prisoners were not shot 
at the same time or place. They 
were trying to escape at different 
times from different prison: cam 
or from trains. The majority of the 
cases referred to individual attempts 
to escape. 

In an answer in the House of 
Commons on August 3rd last year, 
Sir James Grigg ‘stated that up to 
that date 69 members of the British 
armed forces who were prisoners of 
war in Germany had been shot. The 
33 mentioned yesterday makes the 
tota! of shot prisoners since the 
beginning of the war 102, in addi- 
tion to the 50 airmen who were shot 
by the Germans.

(THERE is a shortage of labour on 
farms and bogs in many areas 
of Ireland, which is threatening to 
grow more acute as the harvesting 
season approaches. In other areas. 
where there is no shortage ot 
labour, casual workers ure demand- 
ing exorbitant wages. . 

As a result of the “shortage, 
resent and anticipated, women are 
being employed on a larger scale 
than previously; generally higher 
wages are being paid, and the 
Government is going ahead with a 
special scheme for transferring 
workers to save the 1944 harvest 
in areas where serious shortages of 
labour are expected. 

On some of the bogs, work is 
being held up, and tranSport to 
some extent delayed until after the 
cutting season, by the shortage; 
while in others, notably in 
Kerry area, women are gery he 
place of men, some of them g 
employed as superviors at £2 a 
week. 

Information as to how the 
Government scheme is proceeding 
seems to be very scant,. but it 
seems fairly clear that workers will 
be urgently required in some areas. 

In one area in Co. Dublin, 
workers are available for harvest- 
ing, but are standing out for 25s. 
a day; the Government’s fixed rate 
for transferred workers is 1s. 2d. 
an hour, or about 10s. 6d. a day. 
In other areas, casual workers, who 
are normally supplied with food 
and drink, are insisting on tea. 
Special permits for extra tea cannot 
be granted; and, as the workers will 
pot accept either coffee or cocoa, 
employers are forced to obtain 
“ black market” tea at fancy prices. 
In many areas, women are being 
employed, but it is understood that 
in some of these areas this year 
men will refuse to work with 
women: on the threshing machines.

CELTIC TWILIGHT 

The Dublin Rotary Club on 
Monday listened to an interesting 
address by Professor 
O’Farrelly, of the National: 
University. Her paper, entitled 
“The Scattered Celt,” was con- 
cerned mainly with the part that 
Celtic civilisation was likely to 
play in the post-war world; and 
she made it very clear that, for 
most practical purposes, the 
terms “Celtic” and “Irish” 
were synonymous. In Professor 
O’Farrelly’s opinion, the people 
of Celtic stock are not as other 
peoples are. They have nobler 
and more mystical ideas. They 
always will react against any 
system of life in which the 
machine is stronger than the man, 
or the State more than the 
incividual. The Celtic attitude 
towards life could be epitomised 
in religious beliefs and in a 
passionate desire to help humanity 


‘by sharing those beliefs. The im- 


pact of the Celtic mind on the 
mind of the world must increase; 
and/the Irish were sending abroad 
lay, as well as religious evangelists 
who inevitably would spread the 
outlook and culture of the race. 
She quoted an assertion that 
“what the world needs most to- 
day is that the coarseness and 
cruelty ot the Nordic should be 
tempered by the fineness and 
chivalry of the Celt.” Whether or 
not Ireland should sit as a 
political unit at the Council table 
of the nations after this war, de- 
clared Professor O'Farrelly, she 
and the other representatives of 
what might be termed the Celtic 
tradition and civilisation, would 
influence the post-war world in 
subtler and more lasting ways. 
We have no doubt that the 
members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club felt a pardonable thrill of 
pride as they listened to the re- 
marks of their distinguished guest. 
For a brief space of time they 
probably basked in the luxury 
of the Professor’s day-dream, and 
envisaged the early return of 
those halcyon years when this 
little island sent forth its in- 
tellectual and spiritual envoys into 
a world of pagan darkness to 
spread the light of our Celtic 
sanctity and scholarship. Eheu 
fugaces! Dublin’s Rotarians may 
be Celts; they also are men 
of affairs. On Monday they may 
have laid to their souls the 
flattering unction that they have 
a spiritual and esthetic quality 
denied by Providence to mén of 
baser breed: but we have a 
haunting suspicion that in their 
less exalted moments they are 
concerned more acutely with 
Ireland’s economic future than 


sion of Celtic culture throughout 
the less enlightened portions of 
the earth. Not only Professor 
O’Farrelly, but also the Irish 
Government seems to look for- 
ward to a period of national 
isolation with a kind of maso- 
chistic complacency. Does no- 
body in this country realise the 
stark truth? Ireland, like every 
other country, must. take im- 
mediate stock ot her mundane 
prospects. If her people do not 
come down to earth in the near 
future, they will be brought down 
calamitously by the merciless 
logic of events. 

We have asked the question 
repeatedly. We ask it now again. 
Has the Irish Government any 
practical plan for a post-war 
policy? Since 1939 all. precon- 
ceived ideas in economics have 
been shattered. In the economic, 


intensive nationalism has been 
proved to be as out of date as 
the Manchester School. After the 
war no country will be able to 
live unto itself; and it behoves 
every Government to take out a 
comprehensive insurance policy 
upon the life of its people. 
During recent weeks a highly- 
important Monetary Conference 
has been in session in Bretton 
Woods, in New Hampshire.

In spite of 
the most formidable difficulties, 
full agreement already has been 
reached on the question of the 
Stabilisation Fund. The primary 
object of this Fund will be to 
increase international trade; and, 
although all sorts of obstacles, 
concerned largely with national 
prestige, were met by the nego- 
tiators, the principle of the Fund, 
which will amount to 8,800,000,000 
dollars, has been accepted. Every 
country will contribute a certain 
quota to 'the Fund, and on this 
quota the voting power of the par- 
ticipants will be determined. There

This week listeners hear from 
Radio Eireann that lovely poetic 
drama, “The Countess. Cathleen,” 
with which. W. B. Yeats surprised 
all. men of taste forty-five years 
ago. Its revival is largely due to the 
zeal of Mr. Austin Clarke for that 
art which Yeats hoped to, estab- 
lish in Ireland; and we trust that 
the younger poet will carry on 
the elder’s work to success. The 
piece is of exceptional beauty. It 
may be read again and again with 
deepening admiration, for the 
loveliness of the dialogue ‘and the 
dignity of the action; though it 
must be heard to be appreciated 
fully, and those who remember 
the exquisite acting of Miss 
Maire O Neill in the title part, 
some thirty years ago, revive a 
delight whenever they hear the 
words musically spoken. . Yeats 
wrote a few plays of even finer 
poetry, but none which was so 
good a play for the producer’s 
craft. The use of an-apron stage, 
the procession of those diabolic 
merchants to the place of traffick- 
ing, the conflict and the sacrifice, 
were true stuff of the theatrical 


luckiest that any Irish, playwright 
ever chose. No one knows where 
it originated. It was found first 
in French, as an Irish legend; but 
its Irish original never has been 
traced. Yet, undoubtedly, this 
tale of a great lady’s sacrifice for 
her people—which, as Mr. Clarke 
reminded our readers recently, has 
a good Pauline warrant—is one 
of the great stories of the world. 
A more virile dramatist than 
Yeats might have worked it into 
something as spacious and terrible 
as “ King Lear.” Our chief hope, 
however, must be that it will not 
come to the notice of the film 
magnates; for it is a tale with 
enormous possibilities-for Holly- 
wood—possibilities of spectacle 
and ‘emotion, and possibilities, 
too, which Hollywood never 
would. ignore, of such distortton 
as would make the poet sorry 
that he ever brought the great 
tale from obscurity. What no 
adapter of the play for other uses 
ever can take from Yeats’s deli- 
cate work is its atmosphere of 
Western romance: its air of the 
heron-haunted wilds; its uplahd, 
magic pools; its mysticism, and 
its moral—

N.A.LD.A, ‘It was also agreed that 
the .Federation should nominate 16 
of the N.A.I.D.A. council of 30 
members, but in no case had the 
majority been used. The only 
time these members had been 
asked to vote in a particular way 
was on the proposal to hold a 

ublic discussion. on the Central 

ank Bill. This was not an attempt 
to prevent discussion on national 
credit by the N.A.IL.D.A., as was 
shown by the subsequent decision 
to hold a public meeting, with 
speakers of divergent views, on the 
influence and control of credit. . 

The Federation had agreed this 
year to the proposal that only 14 
members of the N.A.1.D.A. Council 
should be. nominated, but the “ dis- 
ruptionists” had voted against the 
proposal. 

The letter concludes: “The real 

rievance of "Mr. Toomey and his 
riends is that a number of elected 
members refused to have anything 
to do with disruptionist tactics, and 
prefer to carry on the real work of 
the N.A.LD.A., supported by 
members of the Federation, who 
were doing that work before the 
majority of the disruptionists were 
even members of the Association.” 


RATS 
TO: THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 


Sm,—I wholly endorse Mr. 
Guest’s letter on rats in your Satur- 
day issue. Rats have expanded and 
multiplied incredibly during this 
war, and I have been reliably in- 
formed that they destroy something 
like 20 per cent., or one-fifth, of our 
total annual food output, to say 
nothing of the disease and plague 
they spread. In this locality alone 
they must have a concentration of 
several army corps, with countless 
reserves to draw upon, and are far 
beyond the capacity of the average 
householder, who can do little more 
than endeavour to keep them out of 
his house. These ravenous and 
dangerous pests destroy not only 
farm <rops and stored food, but 
garden produce as well, such as 
potatoes, peas and other vegetables, 
and even strawberries. ey are 
rapidly becoming a national menace 
and will require a national organisa- 
tion to cope with them. Anything 
less is as futilé as Canute’s attempt 
to roll back the tide. 

An East London M.O.H. gave 
me, last year, an interesting account 
of how rats have been nearly ex- 
terminated in his much-blitzed dock 
area by a happy combination of 


intelligent study of their habits and ' 


concentrated attack on them by 
squads of specially trained experts, 
under the direction of the Home 
Office. We badly want something 
of the kind here. It is as important 


-and urgent as a national fire service 


if the country’s health and food 
are to be conserved, and | imagine 
most people would willingly accept 
the necessary smal] increase in the 
rates (so strikingly lowered by our 
County Commissioner) towards that 
end.— Yours, etc., 
RODENTOPHOBE.

Hobbs and Hayward, Surrey’s his- 
toric opening pair; two Hearnes, 
from Middlesex; Hitch (the famous 
Bill “Itch), and’ Hirst, two classic 
bowlers; Hubble, the Kent wicket- 
keeper; Hayes, Hutchings—1l think 
his initials were K.C.—at any rate.

(Did he not play for 
Lancashire, and was he not also a 
prominent Rugby man? I forget.) 
That makes nine. So far as I can 
remember, Lord Hawke was my 
twelfth man, and I forget whether 


i or not Walter Hammond was old 


enough to be included. But, 
although I am hazy about the fst 
two or three, | am quite sure that 
I had far more than eleven candi- 
dates for my Test team; and there 
hardly was an aspirate among 
the lot of them! 


Eton and Harrow 


My mind was started on this 
train of reminiscence when I saw 
Monday’s copy of The Times, 
which contained a report of the 
annual Eton and Harrow match. 


Gone, alas! are the days when this 


game used to be played at Lord’s, 
and possibly was the highest light 
of that brilliant “Season” which 
included Ascot Week,” Nobody 
would dare to go to the Eton and 
Harrow match without a swallow- 
tail coat and a top-hat, and the 
women looked forward to the occa- 
sion as a supreme chance to show 
off the latest creations of Worth or 
Paquin. 

Now it is only a one-day match, 
and was played this year at 
Harrow. I dare say that the war 
has claimed many potential Test 
players from both schools, but have 
no. doubt that the keenness and. 
enthusiasm of boys and parents 
alike were recaptured on Saturday, 
in spite of doodlebugs and other dis- 
quieting preoccupations. There is 
something inexorably unhurried and 
restful about the game of cricket: 
and, by the way, I was not at all 
surprised to read somewhere last 
week that they are talking already 
of a series of Test matches between 
England and Australia next year, 
if you please. 


Irish Players 

Now let me get to my point. I 
notice that at least four Irish boys 
were playing in the Eton and 
Harrow match. Two of them play- 
ing for Eton are Hely-Hutchinsons, 
and, therefore, almost certainly 
kinsmen of the Earl of Donough- 
more. A third, on the Harrow side. 
is the Hon. G. Spring-Rice, son of 
my old friend. Lord Monteagle. who 
also was at Harrow, for which his 


Etonian must want Eton to win, but 
it must. be very hard for a man 
whose son is playing for Harrow to 
banish from his mind what might 
be almust described as 
column thoughts! 

M. ‘Cauvet-Duhamel, 1 hear, will 
be leaving Dublin soon, and Í, for 
one, will be extremely sorry. He 
has been here for seven years now, 
and has got to know pretty nearly 
everybody during his stay at the 
French Logarion: He réplaced M, 
Francois Britre,. who, with his 
charming Polish wife, went from 
Dublin to Boston, and still, so far 
as I know, is in the United States. 

Cauvet-Duhamel is a man of 
wide and varied interests. His 
Christian name, strangely enough, is 
Benjamin—Ben for short—and. he 
is an extremely rare bird, inasmuch 
as he is a French Protestant. 
Having obtained a high place in the 
famous diplomatic Concours, he 
spent some time in the French Con- 
sulate in London, going afterwards 
to Beirut, where he spent some 
little time. After a further ‘period 
at the Quai d'Orsay, he came to 
Dublin. 

One of his liveliest interests is 
the theatre. He rarely has missed 
a show in Dublin, and has made 
a host of friends in theatrical 
circles. He also has been for many 
years an enthusiastic student of 
the Russian language, his expert 
knowledge of which is likely to 
be of great use to him in his post-war 
diplomatic career. “ Ben” Cauvet- 
Duhamel. is :one of the most 
sympathetic personalities that have 
appeared among the diplomatic 
corps in Dublin. It would be too 
much to say that he has almost 
become an Irishman; for he is in- 
tensely. and inescapably French. But 
he always has shown an intimate 
understanding of the people and 
problems of this country, his de- 
parture from which will be re- 
gretted sincerely by all his many 
friends. 


The Abbey Theatre 


Talking about the theatre (I was 
talking about the theatre, wasn't 
1?), what is happening to the 
Abbey? Some weeks ago I com- 
mented on the departure of my 
friend, Miss Ria Mooney, from “the 
theatre, towards the success and 
reputation of which she had«made 
so many contributions, and I see 
now, according to “T.W.” (pre! 
sumably Terry Ward), of the /rish 
Press, that Eithne Dunne, alsa has 
resigned from the Abbey. “ T.W.” 
says that she is the fourth “con- 
tract” player—this has nothing to 
do with Bridge—to leave the theatre 
during the last few weeks. Gerard 
Healy and Harry Webster are the 
others. fea ; 

To my mind, it is a great pity to 
see the Abbey losing so many of its 
fine players. However brilliant and 
successful the productions: of the 
Edwards - MacLiarhmoir and Long- 
ford combinations may be; however 
much the Gaiety under its new 
management may be forgin ahead; 
however the various other t eatrical 
groups may be adding to Dublin $ 
stage renown, there is nothing any- 
where quite like the Abbey. 


The Old Days 

Yet, | have an uneasy feeling that 
all is not as well there as it ought 
te be. In the old days an Abbey 
player would rather get divorced 
than leave the boards that have 
been trodden by so many notable 
men and women. Then the Abbey 
had little or no money. Yet, its 
players rarely were tempted away 
by the prospect of glittering salaries. 
I remember meeting sora Fitz- 
gerald in London when he was 
“on” at the Coliseum in one of 
C. B. Cochran’s spectacular shows. 
He was earning big money at the 
time, but he confessed to me during 
a game of golf at Richmond that 
he till Hankered after the old 
Abbey, where he had helped to 
make so much theatrical history. 
Even New York could not ‘hold 
Ria Mooney back from Dublin; 
and 1 am sure that I am not the 
only lover of the Abbey who feels 
perturbed at the number and the 
quality of recent changes.

HEN it is remembered that 
between 34 and 4 million 
new houses will be needed in Great 
Britain in the ten years after the 
return of peace, the conclusion of 
the Private Enterprise Housing 
Committee of the Ministry of 
Health—which has spent eighteen 
months under Sir Felix Pole’s chair- 
manship investigating the situation 
—that, given favourable conditions 
of theap money, a plentiful supply 
cf labour and materials and 
Stability of values, the housing 
needs of a large section of the 
people can be met without any 
assistance whatever from public 
funds, is of special interest. But if 
private enterprise is to maintain its 
position in the post-war period, 
states the Committee, a consider- 
ably larger proportion of houses for 
letting must be produced and the 
participation of the building 
societies secured. 


Refuse Removal 


The Ministry’s Design of Dwell- 
ings Committee, under Lord 
Dudley’s chairmanship, which has 
also reported, devoted considerable 
attention to the consideration of the 
old problem of: refuse disposal 
systems in flats, which have some- 
times been far from satisfactory. 
They mention a_ revolutionary 
system installed in the 938 new flats 
at Quarryhill, Leeds, which must be‘ 
the only installation in these islands 
of a water-borne system of disposal, 
whereby the refuse is conveyed 
direct from the kitchen of each flat 
by means of large-bore pipes. The 
specially constructed kitchen sink 
is combined with a large circular 
hopper, into which the refuse is 
placed. The refuse, which may in- 
clude. without damage to . the 
system, ashes, tins an bottles, is 
conveyed by suction through under- 

und pipes to a central chamber. 
Fire the liquids are discharged into 


ordinary sewerage system.
